Glasgow, December !5.—One man was 
killed and fourteen were injured by an 
extraordinary accidént in a Glasgow dis- 
tiflery belonging to the Distillers’ Com- 
pany, Limited, yesterday. 

What is known technically as a ““wash- 
back,” containing 40,000 gallons of liquid ' ‘ 
“draff,” or malt refuse, buret and car- 
ried away the foundations of a spirit 
tank which held more than 30,000 gal- 
lons of spirit which was ready for fer- 
mentation. 

The tanks were in a tower: the weight 
of the spirit burst the walls, and the 
liquid fé in’ an overwhelming: shower 
on the men in the “draff’ house on the 
ground floor, who were preparing “draff”’ 
with which to load the farmers’ carts 
which were standing outside. 


' The men escaped suffocation by being 


washed into the street. 

The spirit. which had a temperature of 
80 degrees, poured into the street like 

a tidal] wave, and rose to such a height 
nl it left its mark on the first story of 
the buildings opposite.

Floors, ‘brickwork and woodwork 
crumbled up like paper, and where there 
was nothing to stay tts progress the 
flood poured out in huge torrents. 
Some bakers in an adjoining bakery had 
actually.to swim in the spirit-wash be- 
fore they c@uld effect their escape. 

The flood struck the horses which were 
standing outside the distillery, and sev- 
eral of them were carried off their feet, 
and one horse and cart, with the driver, 
Was swept into the entrance of an ad- 
joining building.

fr. Ridgely was strongly in favor of 
baving. the government guarantee such 
credif- currency. No risk would beg in- 
volved in this, as he said the 5 per cent 
guarantee fund woulg make the govern- 
ment safe against possible loss. The 
comptrolier.did not regard the adminis- 
tration of the proposed plan as neces- 
sarily expensive to the government. The 
proposed 2% per cent tax, he sald, would 
create a fund of from $2,500,000 to $5,- 
000,000 a year, which would be abundant- 
ly ample to meet all expenses and create 
a reserve fund. Redemption agencies, 
he said, would necessarily have to ve 
established in many cities of the country, 
but the maintenance of these would be 
comparatively a light expense. 

Mr. Ridgely favored increasing the pres- 
ent $3,000,000 limit on the retirement of 
national bank circulation to $12,000,000 
or $15,000,000, and giving the secretary 
of the treasury discretionary power to 
modify or suspend the limit to meet any 
rising condition.

“If there were not so many stingy rich 
men in the United States, every man with 
a decent income would be paying his 
fair proportion of government taxes.

I have often wondered why it is 
those of us who have so much of this 
world’s goodg still want to get more and 
more still, and never share our prosperity 
with others. 

“Now I don’t want to decry men for 
accumulating money. That's what I call 
thrift. We can't have too much of it in 
this country. . But this thing of the 
wealthy man objecting every time the 
government wants to impose a tax that 
may affect his income, is silly, and short- 
sighted."

and Gaynor Printed in New: 
York World—They Are 
Treated Like Other 
Prisoners. 


Macon. Ga., December 
Federal officials .in Macon noted The 
New York World’s account of Greene ana 
Gaynor’s treatment, as prisoners in Bibb 
county jail, with surprise today, and 
were it not for the serious attempt made 
by the Syracuse writer to reflect upon 
the methods followed, no attention wouid 
be given. United States Marshal George 
White, and all persons connected with 
the department of justice here, will 
hardly consider it necessary to make de- 
nials. The general public throughout 
Georgia and the entire south is ac- 
quainted® with thé case, and the. efforts 
made by the prisqners themselves to se- 
cure what they themselves considered 
more comfortable quarters in Savannah 
and in Macon. 

Few people outside the state, however, 
know that Judge Speer has refused 
these prisoners bonds. Probably no one 
not connected with the department of 
justice knows that Greene and Gaynor, 
only a few months age, made an effort 
to be transferred to Savannah where, 
they waid, they could get prison ac- 
commoijations more suitég to their own 
rank. Certainly Greene and Gaynor think 
they bave not been treated so much 
like rich prisoners after having been de- 
nied this request, as well as dozens of 
others. 

The idea that these two men have becn 
allowed to go hunting has caused every 
official, even down to Jailer C. W. Hub- 
bard and Deputy Marshal Dave Riley, 
to laugh in their seriousness. Captain 
Gaynor would not be able to walk haif 
a mile on one of these so-called frequent 
hunting expeditions. And Mrs. Hubbard's 
jail parlors, and the brass beds men- 
tioned, have never been the resting 
piaces for the’ famous prisoners for a 
single night. , They "occupy a cell up- 
stairs on tlie pfisort floors, just: as: other 
prsoners. Captain John F. Gaynor. sits

Any 
Statement from them would be accepted 
with interest by the general public, but 
so well is the fact known that. Greene 
and Gaynor are housed up like real pris- 
oners that nothing need be said regarding 
this point. 

The New York World, 
the hunting expeditions, seems to have 
confused young Gaynor with the real 
prisoners. Since his father has been in- 
carcerated in Macon he has been a con- 
stant visitor in Macon and has been fre- 
quently out on hunting expeditions. But 
it has not become the duty of the’ fed- 
eral authorities to keep watch over this 
young man. Occasionally meals from the 
hotels are sent to jail, but never are 
the two men taken out and dined as 
richly as the correspondent of The World 
had dreamed. ‘ 

Captain Gaynor is an il] man. He suf- 
fers cons’‘fntly from asthma and locomo- 
tor ataxia. Both are serious troubles. Oc. 
casionally this -prisoner leaves Me jail 
in charge of a‘ deputy for fresh air in 
the daytime. On such trips he occasional- 
ly gets a visit to the barber shop, but 
nothing else comes in the way of luxuries 
for the rich prisoners.

ADDRESS OF E T. WILLIAMS.

‘Louisiana, Virginia and 
- Tennessee, — 


New Orleans, December 15.—In a warm 
torrential downpour of rain and with the 
great man of war's sides wreathed in a 
white mist rising from the Mississippi 
river, the battleship Louisiana was today 
presented with the handsomest silver 
punch sét in three navies. The cere- 
mony was performed under a canvas shel- 
ter on the after deck. Governor N., ©. 
Blanchard, in making the presentation 
speech, spoke significantly of the fact 
that today two other southern states are 
presenting gifts to men of war named 
after them. He said that while Louisiana 
did her part during the civil war, this 
state is for the navy, and that he him- 
sel'favors a great navy. Captain Cou- 
den, of the Lotiisiana, received the ser- 
vice, 

The battleship was also presented with 
a state flag by the Daughters of 1776 and 
the Daughters of 1812. 

In the workmanship of the punch set 
an attempt was made to have it the 
finest service of the kind in the Ameri- 
can, British or French navies. In one 
respect the service is unique. It con 
tains. fifty-eight goblets, the number

Two Bombs Were Thrown and Ten

St. Petersburg, December 15.—Admiral 
Doubassoff, formerly governor of Mos- 
cow, Wag the object of a desperate at- 
tempt at assassination today, in which he 
received slight injurtes.. Three men, be- 
lieved to be terrorists, participated in the 
attack, which took place while the ad- 
miral was walking along a secluded path 
of the Tauride Garden, in which the lower 
house of parliament is situated. 

A young man dressed ag a workman 
appeared and fired seven shots from a 


revolver, but missed, owing ‘to his. ner- 
vousness. 


With Bomb and Revolver. 

The terrorist turned and ran with the 
admiral {In pursuit. Seeing that: his cap- 
ture wag imminent, Doubassoff’s assail- 
ant turned, drew a bomb from ‘his pocket 
and.hurled it at his pursuer. Douwbassoff 
was thrown to the ground by the force 
of the explosion. At that moment a 
watchman ran up and seized the terror- 
ist. 

As the admiral was rising from the 
ground, a second terrorist appeared and 
threw a bomb at him, which passed over 
his head and did not explode. The sec- 
ond terrorist’ then fired three shots from 
a revolver at the admiral and missed 
him. Doubassoff threw himself. upon the 
terrorist, disarmed and held him until he 
was seized by the police. The two ter- 
roristg Were taken to the nearest police 
station.

LONDON AND BERLIN * 
DISCUSS THE OUTCOME 


Russia Is Making at Present a Reso- 
lute Stand Against Demands of 
Japan Owing to the San 
Francieco School 
Question,

Berlin, December 15!—The relatiohs be- 
tween the United states and Japan ex- 
cite extraordinary interest both in g07- 
ernment and diplomatic circles here. Em- 
peror William discussed the question 
with several persons recently and is 
thoroughly informed regarding Pres. 
dent Roosevelt’s personal views on the 
subject. 

It is believed that Russia's more reso- 
lute attitude against Japan’s request for 
trade and colonization rights on the 
Amor river and in Siberia amd for 
fishery privileges on the adjacent Rus- 
sia coasts, is partly due to the discus. 
sion of the California school question 
between the United States and Japan. 
The Russian foreign office has been 
subjected to steady diplomatic pressure 
on the part of Japan in the effort to ob- 
tain these far-reaching rights. 

The result is that the idea has beea 
created at the Russian foreign office 
that Japan might make her ambitions 
the occasion for a renewal of the Wir 
with Russia. This idea pervaded the 
conversations which the Russian —for- 
eign minister, M. Iswolsky, had with th» 
government’s officials and others whom 
he met here on the occasion of his visit 
to Berlin six weeks ago. ~ 

Among German military and navy offi- 
cers the possibility of a conflict between 
the United States and Japan has been 
quite feely discussed and the profes- 
sional views appear to agresg that Japan 
would take the Philippine Islands and 
place upon the United States the neces- 
sity of conducting across the Pacific pro 
icnged sea and land campaigns, which 
would call forth immense expenditures.

Her first experience was 
most amusing. One morning the cook did 
not appear, and after breakfast she walk- 
ed down to where she lived and begun 
to remonstrate with her about leaving in 
such an abrupt manner, and saig to her, 
“Why don’t you know you can't do this 
way? You must come back.” The cook 
replied: “Well, whose to make me?’’ 
Her experience is only one of hundreds 
in this southland of ours, and of th3 
many problems confronting us it seems 
to me this is one of the greatest. I 
recall the many things that have come 
before the club women; the color line, 
for instance, when such fine work was 
done by some Georgia club women, and 
more recently the persistent efforts in 
behalf of the child laborer in Georgia, 
end now the natural sequence of com- 
pulsory education for these children, and 
I come to you. in full confidence tha: 
always and means’’ will be devised where- 
by this problem may be solved, and the 
s‘tuation be controlled by the white 
women of Georgia. It has so often been 
charged that we pay our servants so lit- 
tle as compared with the white help of 
the north. I maihtain that they are well 
paid for the service we receive, and when 
yoh count in the toll they take, and the 
fact that each cook operates a dispen- 
sary from our kitchens, we pay more 
than they receive. I think there ought 
to be some relation between the wage 
and the efficiency, and our women would 
gladly pay more for better service. We 
could improve matters vastly if we were 
98 well organized as are the ‘‘black so- 
cieties,’’ : Through their secret orders 
rules are made controlling the prices 
charged us, and meager amount of work 
cur house maids and cooks are willing 


yi 


to. do, ang worse still, all, wee to.the 
woman who shall. offend one of these- 
her name is placed on the blacklist, and 
a boycott immediately declared. We 
should demand such and such qualifica- 
tions for certain amounts, refuse to hire 
evch applicants as are proven utterly 
untrtistworthy, and never’ be guilty of ‘the 

crime of attempting to hire the servants 
of others. YI have heard that some wom- 
en have been guilty of this, but surely no 
club woman woulg stoop so low, no mat- 
ter how desperate the circumstance. The 
situation might be controlled by doing 
the cooking ourselves, but as that might 
bieak up the clubs and the federation. 
I am afraid the women might veto that 
measure, so I come to the lasteresort. 
and that is immigration. But before that 
step, is taken. I would urge the club 
women to advise with those.in other 
sfates as to what white servants have 
rroved the most satisfactory, and |! 
know we could profit by their experience. 
You ask me what servant I would most 
nrefer, I. will tell you the OLD-TIME 
TLACK MAMMY, but as she is almost 
an extinct species, only existing in iso- 
lated cases, I suggest that before that 
last is gone a good speciment be secured. 
and in death, it be embalmed and placed 
in the museum at Richmond for the ben- 
efit of future generations, with this in- 
scription upon it: Here lies the last of 
‘ts kind—a well preserveg specimen of 
the old black mammy.

Club women of Georgia, what is your 
sclution of the domestic service problem?

Cincinnati, December 1!5.—How to se- 
cure greater uniformity in the child 
labor laws and methods of enforcement 
in the Ohio valley were under consider- 
ation at the cOnference of central state 
delegates to the national child labor con- 
vention today. The principal address 
was by J. H. Morgan, inspector of work 
shops and factories in the state of Ohio. 


He said, in part: 

“As the people of the Ohio valley are 
one industrially as well.as geographical- 
ly, the laws of these states should be 
uniform, not only to insure easier en- 
forcement, but to protect the manufac- 
turers who are thrown into close com- 
petition in this territory. I should, how- 
ever, be unwilling to see any state lower 
its present standard to secure this uni- 
formity of law, and do not believe it will 
be necessary. To be effective, the child 
labor law should be simple, practical 
and enforcetble, and with this in mind I 
present the following as a working 
foundation: 

“1 No child under 14 years of age 
shall be employed, regardless as to time, 
occupation or conditions. 

“2. Boys under !6 and girls under 18 
years of age should not be employed 
after 7 p. m., nor before 6 a. m., nor at 
any occupation that is dangerous to life, 
injurious to health or likely to deprave 
morals. 

“3. Minors under 18 yéars of age should 
not be employed for a 1l0nger period 
than eight hours in one day. 

‘‘4. Minors between the ages of {4 and 
i8 shall present age and school certifi- 
cates. 

“5. A child desiring: a certificate must 
appear before the superintendent of 
schoois, accompanied hy one of. his 
parents, or a guardian, who shall have 
an employment slip certifying that the 
child has work to go to, and who shall 
also be required to certify that the 
child’s wages are necessary for his sup- 
port. 

‘6. The Inspector shall have authority 
to take any child into custody, or re- 
quire it to leave the establishment, in 
the event of his refusal to give name 
and age, when there is reasonable ground 
for doubt as to the child’s being of 
legal age. 

“7. A physical standard should be re- 
quired as’ well as a’ mefital.

We have, at the same time, demanded, and shail.continue to demand, 
that, in return for the price. paid, the railroads shali give werd public an 
adequate, just and reasonable service. 

We accept Mr. Littlefield’s criticism in good faith and shall answer. him 
in the same spirit. 

In the first place, there is nothing “vicious” in what we have had to 
i say about the railroads. We have simply called attention to conditions 
iwhich have become intolerable to the public, and demanded the application 
of the necessary remedies. ‘ “Aggravating” it may have been to those 
whose carelessness or indifference was at fault, but certainly not “vicious.” 

Our criticisms have been directed not towards one, but al] the railroads 
which have been at fault in this matter of inadequate service. They may 
have hit .more frequently the Central and the Southern; but it was not 
the result of singling out those roads; it was the result of their own laches 
in. having the greatest number of important trains the — number of 
hours late. 

Mr. Littlefield will not deny that the public is entitled to some con- 
sideration, at least, in the matter of the service for which it pays. 

Would he excuse then, may we ask, a daily delay of one to three hours 
in an important mail train, resulting in the missing of all of its connections 
—a train that is supposed to serve a territory of several hundred thousand 
persons—with no attempt on the part of the railroad company to show that 
any one of such delays was providential? 

That. is what the people of Georgia have had to contend with in the 
case of more than one railroad. 

Is it right that the delivery of rural mail to a large arga of the state 
should be delayed for twenty-four hours, and business mail at commercial 
centers from six to twelve hours: that passengers should be incommoded 
by delays of hours, missing connections involving financial losses; that 
freight should stand in yards for days without apparent effort to move it? 

: All these things—not now and then, but day after day—and more has 
Georgia and the south had to contend with, and not at the hands of any 
one or two railroads, but practically of all. 

There is no palliation in the fact that these conditions exist elsewhere. 
It is immaterial whether they are found in New England or Georgia, in 
California or Illinois, their existence is reprehensible, and, perhaps, the more 
so that they are general. 

The growth of travel and transportation, like our national prosperity, 
has not come in a day; if is the product of some five or six years or more, 
The railroads could have been prepared for the situation; that they were nét 
seems to carry indisputable evidence of carelessness, incompetence or in- 
difference. 

Mr. Littlefield makes much of the fact that the train on which he last 
went into Boston was twenty minutes late—gives that in part as palliation 
of poor service in the south, where he admits that “some of the train sched- 
ules were badly out of gear, and freight was congested.” 

Twenty minutes, indeed! If we could escape so easily we would daily 
praise the railroads for their good service! It is HOURS of delay we are 
‘contending with, not MINUTES. 

Though there are some instances wherein it may be needed, what we 
-are demanding is not so much a readjustment of the prices that are charged, 
jas it is THE SERVICE FOR WHICH WE ARE PAYING AND DO NOT 
GET. 

Let us have the service and then there will be removed one of the chief 
sources of much of the agitation which has been directed along other lines. 
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| JAPAN AND TREATY RIGHTS. 


The report that the state department is negotiating a new treaty with 
Japan to supplant that signed twelve years ago is an important link in the 
chain of recent events which have brought Japan conspicuously into Amer- 
ican public notice. 

in dealing with this question the advisability of maintaining amicable 
relations with Japan cannot be overlooked. Indeed, it is more than probable 
that the discussion indulged in recently has not been based so much upon 
the actual possibility of a war as upon the need emphasized in certain quar- 
ters of a state of preparedness. 

Japan, undoubtedly, understands the dual nature of the American form 
|of government and her statesmen are informed of the limitations of the 
/ national government and the functions of the state governments. 

But the probability is that Japan does not care to follow up her sugges- 
tion Of displeasure. No formal complant has ever been made further than 
a personal talk between Viscount Aoki and Secretary Root, and there may 
| be other purposes in the minds of Japan’s statesmen. 
it is stated that Japan~would be glad to agree to a treaty providing for 
| the exclusion of laborers of each country from the other. Japan wants her 
emigrants to go to Manchuria or Corea and would prefer them to be resi- 
dents of those countries. California and the Pacific coast states would no 
doubt be perfectly satisfied. 

if a new treaty is entered into it will probably be on this basis. 

A suggestion was' made looking to the employment of Japanese labor 
on the isthmian canal and was opposed in a semi-official communication 
issued in Japan, this being the first formal evidence that Japan seriously 
objected to emigration of Japanese laborers to this country. 

While the main object sought by the United States government and ex- 
pressed in the message of President Roosevelt is the pacification of the 
Japanese and the securing of fair and just treatment to the subjects of the 
mikado in this country, there is no question that the intent and purport of 
the language employed by the president was misconstrued by some, particu- 
larly the California delegation in congress. 

The statement of the president which has been given such direful and 
vengeful meaning was as follows: ‘ 

“everything that it is in my power to do to enforce the rights of aliens 
under treaties will be done, and all of the forces, military and civil, of the 
United States, which I may lawfully employ, will be so employed.” 

It has been necessary to assure the California members of congress 
that the president did not contemplate war on their sovereign state, but 
simply declared a purpose to use force, ff necessary, to protect Japanese in 
the enjoyment of life and property rights, guaranteed them under the treaty 
of 1894. ‘Treaties do not provide for coeducational advantages or social in- 
tercourse, therefore the president could not have had in mind any purpose 
to force California to open her white schools to those of Oriental parentage 
who are now given equal advantages in schools previded for them. 

While the legality of CaJifornia’s school laws, providing for the segrega- 
tion of Mongolian children, will be put to a test, there is hardly any 
probability that legal objection can be found to the plan. At least this is 
the belief now held by able exponents: of international} law. The investiga- 
tion to be undertaken by the civil authorities satisfies Viscount Aoki and the 
Japanese government, while the people of California declare they are ready 
for the test case. 

Meanwhile the fear of threatened disruption of friendly relations and 
the remote possibilities of an actual war with Japan are being kept promi- 
nently to the front by the advocates of a big navy.

This expense 
now falls on the latter—some large, 
and able to bear it with a measure of 
ease; others ‘with smaller working 
capital, upon which the burden falls 
more heavily. A sub-treasury, located 
at an intermediate point, would large- 
ly reduce this appreciable item of 
cost. 

The Constitution hopes that the rep- 
resentatives and commercial bodies 
of the territory concerned will act 


aggressively and with harmony in the 


eonsummation of this important sec- 
tional improvement. 
The Rural Carriers. 

Just what rural free delivery means 
to the country is shown by figures in 
the report of the fourth assistant post- 
master general. From _ eighty-three 
carriefs In 1897, just nine years ago, 
the army of men engaged in deliver- 
ing mail in the rural districts had in- 
cieased to $5,666 at the end of the 
fiscal year last June. Since that time 
752 routes ~havebeen - added to the 
service. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral DeGraw reports that the demand 
for the establishment of new routes 
has shown a material decrease within 
the last year, but that fact does not 
mean the service has reached its 
limitations or the highest point of its 
efficiency. It was inevitable that the 
greatest demands’ should be developed 
during the first few years the servite 
was made available to the people. 
As the greater portion of the coun- 
try’s needs is satisfied, it is inevitable 
that the number of applications for 
new routes should decrease. 

The next consideration facing the 
department, congress ahd the individ- 
ual carriers is a determined cffort to 


raise the standard of the service, to! 


the end that the government, the car- 
riers and the patrons shall be mutual- 
ly benefited. A recommendation of 
Mr. DeGraw which will go far toward 
furthering this aim is to the effect 
that the salaries of carriers be raised 
from $720 to a maximum of $900 per 
year. It is shown that the carriers 
are resigning in numbers sufficient to 
impair the service in its present 
status and imperil its future useful- 
ness. 

These withdrawals come solely 
from the fact of inadequate compensa- 
tion. The carrier is compelled to 
maintain horse and conveyance at a 
cost varying from $250 to $300 a year, 
in addition to the first cost of both. 
this expense comes out of his meager 
salary of $720, leaving him a shame- 
fully unjust return from his daily 
travel over twenty-five miles of roads, 
sometimes almost impassable, not to 
mention his constant exposure to the 
rigors of the weather. . 

When it is considered that he is 
one of the most valuable links we 
possess joining city and country, and 
that the development of the system 
during the last few years has resulted 
in making life in the rural districts 
more worth living, together with sub- 
stantial increases of property values, 
the justice of the small advance asked 
is at once realized. 

The Constitution does not believe 
congress can do otherwise than meet 
this just petition. Certainly it is 
more fraught with meaning to the 
common good than many others 
which have already been advanced.

J problem in the south is occupying 

the attention of the public to an 
extent hitherto unheard of. People in all 
walks of life are discussing it, and the 
interest which the south feels in the sub- 
ject is by no means confined to southern 
people. A, Madison, president of the At- 
lanta Advertising Company, a northern 
, | man, in speaking of the subject, yester- 
day said; 

“For a year or more past there has 
been considerable talk and some effort in 
the direction of inducing foreign immigra- 
tion to the southern states to replace 
the negro labor, which it is claimed, and 
no dcubt justly so, is getting more and 
more worthless and difficult to control. 
Now, the questions which naturally arise 
in this connection are: 

,“First. What class of foreign labor is 
desired in the south? 

“Second. What wages do our southern 
planters and others propose to pay for 
such labor? 

“Third. In what 
foreigners to be fed and 
lastly, what is to be 
socially? 

“If it is proposed to secure Italians, 
Hungarians, Polanders and the like, are 
not these gentlemen, because of their 
anarchistic tendencies, likely to make 
considerably more trouble than the ne- 
gro? On the other hand, if we wish only 
Germans, (Danes, Swedes and others 
from northern Europe, is it not con- 
clusive that the south will be forced to 
give them advantages equal at least to 
those which they receive in the north 
and west? In other words, are southern 
planters prepared to pay from $25 to $30 
per month for farm labor, to give their 
hands the same character of food they 
eat themselves, to furnish them comfort- 
able quarters and to give them some sort 
of social recognition? 

“These are serious questiOns which it 
would be well for every southern man to 
fairly consider. To be perfectly frank, 
the writer is of the opinion that the 
average southern man will find it_a very 
difficult problem to accommodate him- 
self to white labor after being so long 
used to the black man, and that the 
best sOlution of the labor question in 
the south is for the people of the south- 
ern states to continue the employment of 
negro labor, and at the same time copy 
from the New Zealand laws with refer- 
ence~to the relations between employer 
and employee, and to enforce such laws 
stringently and without fear or favor; 
and in the case of negroes who can and 
won't work at fair pay, to enforce the 
vagrant act and make them work for 
the state without pay. 

“Another question which presents it- 
self is this: If the south succeeds In 
securing white labor to the exelusion of 
the negro, what is to be done with the 
fiegro? He has got to exist in some way, 
and if he is not given @ chance to earn 
a living, what are we to expect of him?’’

Wailroads and Their Service. 

Editor Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: As a 
reader of The Constitution, have not been 
favorably impressed with what, at this 
distance, appears to be vicious attacks 
upon the railroads of Georgia, particu- 
larly the Central and Southern railways.

TOBACCO 


And a St. Louis House Whose Par- 
ticular Brands of Smoking and 
Chewing Tobaccos Enjoy a Na- 
tional Reputation—Weisert Bros.’

It must be rather discouraging to anti- 
tobacco societies to learn that the ac- 
curate estimate of the annual con- 
sumption of the “seductive weed’’ by the 
civilized people of the world places the 
figures at upwards of six billion pounds. 
To the ordinary .mind it is almost impos- 
sible to conceive the immense quantity 
represented by such figures, but notwith- 
standing allthat has ever been said or 
written against the use of tobacco in Hs 
various forms, it is a fact that the 
greatest names in Iiterature,; in the 
church, at the bar, and in the cabinet, 
were borne by men who were smokers 
and tobacco users. Washington took 
snuff, John Adams smoked a pipe, Na- 
poleon was a smoker and a snuff taker; 
So also was the great Frederick and An- 
dréw Jackson's corn cob pipe was for 
eight years one of the familiar features 
of the white house; and so the roll 
might be extended, and the heads of al- 
most ail the good and great of earth be 
found surrounded by a trail of tobacco 
smoke. 

My purpose in this article, however, is 
nt to recite the history of the general 
adoption of tobacco, or to enumerate 
its many votaries, but té call’ attention 
to its importance _in the commercial and 
industrial world of today, for it is one 
of the chief factors in the prosperity of 
this country, and every section is a con- 
sumer.

writes Dennis H, Stovall in The Techni- 
cal Worla Magazine for January. This ~— 
pump is one of the largest pieces of 
mining machinery ever manufactured,  — 
and could never have been installed owt ~~ 
for the fact that it was dumped directiy 
from the cars to the foundation prepared 
for it at the mines. eS 
The pump was built by the Byrone ~ 
Jackson Machine Works, of San Fratie  ~ 
cisco, and was one of the last big jaus ee 
done by this company before ‘the earthi- ~~ 
quake and fire. The pump is of the five= ~~ 
step centrifugal type; and it weight, = 
jaside from bearings and gears, just 703, ~ 
pounds. Other pumps have deen ~~ 
built that lift as great a volumeof water — 
as does this one, but they do not deliver ~ 
it under such enormous pressure. This 
pump is tested to withstand a maximum 
pressure of 250 pounds to the square 
inch. Its capacity is 13,000,000 | 
per day of 24 hours, or 9,000 gallons per 
minute. This enormous volume is de+ 
livered through a half-mile of pipe line 
the pipe being of steel, 22 inches in Giame 
eter. The water is lifted to a helgat of 
100 feet, and forced through two on 
nozzles, hurling streams a distance of 
500 feet.
